rf anf \ ng; on tha establishment of the Coordinating 
Cantor for Anti-Bolshevik Struggle, Abramchik, President 
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of tfc* Bloloraaslon National Rada, at at ad tha following In 
an interview on October 28, 1952: 

*Xt la mxtremely unfortunate that the advice of the 
Btolomaalan Rational Rada representatives In Paris to 
postpone any definite action in establishing the Coordina- 
ting Center for another month was not accepted by TSINTADZ8, 
Georgian representative In this Center. A month's delay 
would have made It possible to com to an agreement with 
groups in tha Ukrainian latlonal Rada willing to cooperate 
with the American Coadttee, and this, in its turn, would 
have facilitated approval or pa ticipation in tha Center by 
the Blelorusslan Rational Rada. 
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"At the present moment, with tha formation of tha 
Canter and the publication of Statutes, the collaboration of 
the U krainians and the Slelorusatana with th« Cnni-.or 

il imnadeinie in v imf or certain claus es introduced 
into t he Statutes by tS ihiaaiaaa. ~'NIgulASV31iI of the 
League Ts mainly responsible for taelr introduction, since 
he was undoubtedly the most intelligent and tha most 
skillful politician who attended the Starnberg negotiations. 
These clauses are: (1) paragraph 11 of Section XI concern- 

ing 'the elimination of tha aggressive foreign policy of 
the USSR ...” wuieh signifies the approval of the division 
of Blelorussla between the Soviet Union and Poland, sines 
it Implies approval of sets previous to 1923 ■ and (2) 
paragraph 2 of Saotion XI concerning the principles of the 
February Revolution introduced under the pretext of opposing 
"restoration" by Mkolaevaki but actually directed 
against Blelorusslan claims to independence. 

"There are two ways now open to the American Coamdttee 
and the Center which It sponsors . One is to introduce 
amendments into tha Statutes ae approved at Munich on 
October 16, 1952. which will permit the collaboration of 
Ukrainians and Blelorusaians with the American Committee. 

The other is to approve the adherence to the Canter of 
organisations such as Gulai Ukrainian federalists or 
Anstrovskl Blelorussians, which will sntail a complete split 
with Blelorusslan National Rada circles, as well as with 
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SUada, a* eooflrmd In eonvarutloas batman Blalorunalan 
laadara and BXIada rtpiamtitlra satfh aa DOTOJU, and 
LXYJT3U."

esn Ce—jttoo for ttd to the Peoples of Rusal* 
ant 11 further notice. Ha plans to wait until the 
Ukrainian ealgratlon, open the arrival of the 
Ukrainian delegation froa the United States, pro- 
nounce* itself on the question of collaboration with 
the Coordinating Center and to rooune hie collabora- 
tion with the American Cewdtteo only In the event 
that the Ukrainians decide to support the Coordlna- 
: ting Center. 

' ' 2. In the maotlne, in view of the postponenent of hla 

trip to the United States, Abrantchik la statedly 
devoting hie efforts to the prenation of Polish- 
Blelorueslan friendly relations. For this purpose 
he la proceeding In the lamdlatefliture to London, 
wbero ho will approach GRZTBOkSH and other leaders 
connected with the Polish Oovernnaiit in Exile in 
order to obtain fro* the latter e statement of Polish 
position toward the Blelorusslan people siail..r to 
that Issued by the Poles with regard to the Ukrain- 
ians. ( It will be recollected that about one month 
ago the Polish Gore rawest In Exile recognised, in 
a resolution passed by the National Council, the 
struggle for Independence and against Ccaamnlan of 
tha Ukrainian people.) 

It would appear that Abrtotshlk'a proposed visit to the 
Qnltod states has been adjourned for sows tlae.
